AUSTIN, Texas, Oct. 3 —There will be 
o prize fight at Dallas October 31 be 
ween Corbett and Fitzsimmons. This 
act was settled yesterday afternoon by 
he Texas legislature in exactly three 
.ours. The two committees, one in 
be senate and the other in the house, 
ave an audience to the Dallas attor- 
eys all the morning to ascertain their 
bjeotions and protests to the passage 
f the law. After hearing the gentle- 


men until noon, the two committees 
djonrned. 
in the afternoon when the two houses 
let at 3 o'clock both committees were 
eady to report and the senate bill was 
romptly considered. From the time 
he bill was placed before the senate 
ntil it finally passed was fifty-five min- 
tes. During this time Senator Dean 
pposed the bill and Senator Linker 
x>ke in its favor 
These were the 


nly two gentlemen who spoke on the 
ill, the balance satisfying themselves 
y voting. The vote on the final pas- 
age of the bill was 27 yeas and 1 nay, 
enator Dean being the negative voter. 
The bill was immediately sent over 


o the house and at 4 o'clock that body 
egan discussing it, substituting the 
enate bill for the house bill. After 
everal gentlemen had spoken on the 
ill and the emergency feature pro and 
on, a final vote was reached at 6 
clock precisely, and the bill passed 
ie house by a vote of 110 to 5. Thus, 
ithin three hours did the Texas legis- 
,ture forever put an end to prize fight- 
ig in Texas 
The bill, as passed, reads as follows • 
Section 1 . Be it enacted by the leg- 
latnre of the state of Texas, that any 
erson who shall voluntarily engage in 
pugilistic enoouutei between man 
ud man, or a fight betwet a man and 
bull, or any other animal, for money 
r other thing of value, or for any 
.ampionship, or upon the result of 
hich any money or anything of value 
bet or wagered, or to see which any 
dmission fee is charged, either directly 
r indirectly, shall be deemed guilty of 
elony, and, upon conviction, shall be 
uniihed by imprisonment in the peu- 
entiary not less than two or more 
un five years. 
Sec. 2. By the term "pugilistic en- 
ounter," as used in this act, is meant 
ny voluntary fight or personal encoun- 
er, by blows, by means of the fist or 
therwise, whether with or without 
lov«a, between two men for money or 
or a prize of any character or for any 
hampionihip or for any other thing of 
alue, or upon the result of which any 
money or anything of value is bet or 
wagered. 


Seo. 3. That all laws and parts of 
aws in conflict herewith be and the 
ame are hereby repealed. 
Sec 4 The fact that there is now no 
deqnate penalty against prize fighting 
r pugilism or against fights between 
man and beasts, creates an imperative 


necessity and emergency re- 


quiring the suspension of the conslitu- 
ional rule requiring bills to be read on 
hree separate days, and that this law 
hould be effective and be in force from 
his day after its passage, and it is here- 
iy so enacted. -

During Tuesday night a 


mob of Sofia? and Turks attacked the 
house of a leading Armenian, Kasim 
Pasha, storming the 
building and 


threatening its destruction and killing 
several persons who were unable to 
escape from it in time. This mob also 
sacked a cafe frequented by Armenians, 
and twenty of these unfortunate people 
who were found there were beaten 
to death with bludgeons. To the dis- 
grace of the authorities not ft single 
policeman appeared on the scene aud 
no attempt was made to save the lives 
of the 
Armenians. 
Naturally, the 


Armenians ol Constantinople and its 
vicinity are panic stricken and put no 
faith in the assurances of protection 
from further violence at the hands of 
the Turkish mobs. Many of them 
sought 
refuge 
in 
the 
churches, 


where 
they 
were 
earnestly 
ad- 


dressed by their clergy, who en- 
joined thsm to be calm and to give 
the Turks no further pretexts for at- 
tacking them. The Armenian churches 
are now watched by the police, but the 
greatest uneasiness prevails and the 
members of the other religious denomi- 
nations express fear that the fanaticism 
of the Turks may extend in other 
directions. The Armenians have the 
sympathy of the foreigners here, but- 
the fact that they are armed in spite of 
their pacific announcements, is con- 
demned by their best friends and 
lends color to the 
statements of 


the Turkish officials, who claim that 
the Armenian 
agitators 
organized 


in violation of the sultan's authority 
and that their attempt to present a 
petition to the grand vizier on Monday 
last, which led to the first rioting aud 
bloodshed, was nothing more than a 
pretext which was to serve as the signal 
for an Armenian outbreak. 
That the 


Armenians contemplated some such 
attempt to call attention to their griev- 
ances has been known for a long time 
past, and the Associated Press corres- 
pondent in Armenia months ago drew 
attention to this, saying that he had 
conclusive evidence 
that 
the Ar- 


menian revolutionary committee was 
preparing a demonstration at Constant! 
nople and that any number of Armeni- 
ans were willing to thus sacrifice them- 
selves for the ultimate benefit of their 
unhappy compatriots. On the other 
hand, the partisans of the Armenians 
assert that the latter only armed them- 
selves in order to defend their lives 
against the Turks, The authorities 
have stationed troops and police at 
every threatened point and it is assert- 
ed that there is no danger of any fur- 
ther disturbances.

A HEW Bystem of teaching is being 


introduced 
experimentally in

her individual room, but each branch

Temperance the World Over. 


Those who have watched the temper- 


ance agitation as it is condnctod in tie 
various ciTilized countries have observed 
the remarkablo tendency everywhere to 
make tho manufacture and selling of 
liquor a government monopoly, tbna 
putting both quantity and tho quality 
under government control. Onr readers 
arn familiar with the Scandinavian sys- 
tem, 
m \oguo more or less through 


towns of Sweden and Norway, where 
the city authorities appoint a respecta- 
ble citizen to sell intoxicating drinks. 
Ho is a salaried city official, like a 
street cleaning commissiooer. There 
can be Do pinate gain to the teller, and 
it is not to liis interest to enlarge the 
consumption of alcohol 
What profit 


there IB m the business goes into the 
city treasury This system was adopted 
iu Sweden and Norway under the local 
option method 


Most notable of all, however, is the 


Russian men ument toward government 
coalrol of liquor pellmg. There the 
edict has gone forth that saloon keeping 
as a private business shall be abolished 
altogether. The curse of Russia hitherto 
has been drunkenness. The village sa- 
loon keeper has pandered to and inflam- 
ed by all means m his power the na- 
tional appetite for drink till the Russian 
peasant, the most thriftless creature on 
the face of the earth, has become mort- 
gaged body and bones to him. Next 
Jnlj the solo and manufacture of liquov 
will be taken in charge by the imperial 
ROverument in seven provinces of Rus- 
sia Tho change will bo gradually made 
in other province0, until by Jan. 1, 
1898, there will not be a prnate saloon 
keeper in all the holy Russian empire 
Tho <var takes this measnie to protect 
bis subjects. 


In France the temperance measure is 


less sweeping, the government monopo- 
lizing only the manufacture and sale of 
the Wronger alcoholic drinki, leavini? 
beer and the lighter wines to bo made 
and hold by private individuals, as at 
present 
The French cabinet ittelf is 


back of the temperance movement, ev- 
ery member of that cabinet being, it is 
said, a total abstainer. 


While Belgium lias not yet assumed
